Pope.

Italy Is not a rich country, and 
having <few raw materials, relies on 
When tho Italian Is at his 
best he is very beautifu)' Indeed, 
Sfurxa. says.

Moral life must be more than 
efficiency. Efficiency is like a motor 
which, when it smashes, 
all Is gone.
